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MAYOR DECLINES 


ON COUNSELOR'S 
OPINION, 10 CALL 
SESSION ON RENT 


Cites Stemmler’s View 
That City Is Powerless 
in Matter—Says Relief 
Is Up to Congress or 
Legislature. 


Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann to- 
day announced he weuld not call 
a special session of the Board of 
Aldermen or take any other action 
for city control of rents. 

As soon as he learned of the 
Mayor's decision, Alderman Alfred 
I. Harris announced he would 
circulate a petition among mem- 
bers of the board immediately, 


asking the Mayor to reconsider 


calling the special session. 


The Mayor had announced his, 


decision was on the advice of City 
Counselor George L. Stemmler, 
who held the city was powerless to 
control rentals and other tenant- 
landlord relationships. - 

No Statutory Authority. 

In his opinion, Stemmlee said: 
“I find no decision of any court 
holding that a municipality's po- 
lice powers extend so far, under 
any circumstances, as to author- 
ize an ordinance limiting or im- 
pairing the liberty of contract 
tween landlord and tenant as to 
rental charged for living quar- 
ters.” 

Stemmiler continued: “In my 
opinion, an ordinance of the City 
of St. Louis undertaking to estab- 
lish such additional (rent) con- 
trols would be out of harmony 
with the state statute and con- 
trary to. the established public 
policy of the state... and would 
be held invalid as beyond the pow- 
er of the City to qnart 9: 

In another part of Ris letter to 
the Mayor, Stemmler said: “I have 
in mind that, 6n July 18, 1946, you 
approved Ordinance 43788, provid- 
ing for rent control for a period 
of 90 days. That ordinance was 
never submitted to me for an 
opinion as to its validity and I 
always had grave doupts that its 
validity could be sustained. 

“I point out, however, that, at 


‘the time of ‘its passage, the state 


had not entered the rent control 
field, and the ordinance was not 
then contrary to any state statute 
on the subject or to the public pol- 
icy of the state as declared by the, 
Legislature, other than as might 
be contained in the general ‘sta- 
tutes controlling the landlord- 
tenant relationship. 

“It appears, therefore, that the 
matter of rent control is exclu- 
sively one for the state govern- 
ment and that the city has no 
power to legislate on the matter.” 

General Welfare Clause. 

Stemmler continued: “There is 
no power granted by state statute, 
nor is such power specifically 
given by the city,charter. If it is 
within the power of the city to 
enact such a statute, it must be in 
the genera] welfare clause of the 
charter. 

“This provision may be said to 
be a statement of the city’s police 
power. Though that power is ex-

Assessed valuations on 192 par-| 


cels of business property in Clay- 
ton, on which rents have increased 
sharply since previous assessments 


were made, have been more than 
doubled, jumping from $574,590 to 
$1,975,740, it was announced today 
by the St. Louis County Board of 
Equalization. 

In announcing that it would 
hold a: hearing next Monday in 
the County Court to permit own- 
ers to voice objections to the new 
assessments, the board pointed out 
that the aggregate assessments of 
the property had ihcreased by $1,- 
401,150. 

The increases apply only to the 
lots on which. buildings are lo- 
cated, and do. not include _in- 
creases for improvements. These 
may be made later, a member of 
the board said, but would almost

portion as were the increases -for 
the land. : 

The greatest rise was in plots 
near the Courthouse. There, some 
pieces were increased as much as 
$300 a front foot. Some previously 
‘had been assessed as low as $95 
a front faot. 

Increases were made on an area 
basis, rather than on a lJot-by-lot 
basis. Thus, all pieces in a given 
block, under the new valuations, 
show a relatively small variation 
in assessment for tax purposes. 

The board of equalizgtion is 
expected to recommend similar 
increases in other business areas 
of St. Louis county in which rents 
have been raised sharply. Assess- 
ments are for taxes payable later 
in the year, but must receive final

The campaign was launched 
about 18 months ago after Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann appealed to 
East Side industries and railroads 
for co-operation in eliminating the 
smoke evil. The mayor, in letters 
to 40 industries and 14 railroads, 
pointed out that St. Louis had 
cleared its atmosphere, but that 
smoke was blown from the East 
Side into downtown St. Louis on

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GREEKS LAUNCH ATTACK 
ON TRAPPED GUERRILLAS , 


300 Rebels Reported 


Wiped Out, Others in 


Fight—-Government Uses Planes 
and Artillery. 


ATHENS, July 16 (AP)—Greek 
army troops under cover of a 
heavy bombardment and _= sup- 
ported by strafing planes launched 
a strong attack today on a large 
guerrilla force trapped in the hills 
near the Albanian border, military 
sources reported. 

Guerrilla resistance was said to 
have melted before the attack. 

The informants said the only 
serious resistance was in an area 
about 25 miles north of Ioannina, 
where 300 of the rebels were wiped 
out, 7 

Other guerrilla forces were re- 
ported in flight, with the army in 
hot pursuit, The guerrillas were 
believed attempting to reach the 
Grammos mountain range, where 
other rebel forces have been fight- 
ing. Unconfirmed reports said 
the army” had anticipated the 


guerrilla’ withdraw&él and had de- 
‘ployed forces to counteract the 


move. 

Army authorities said that pre- 
cautions also had been taken 
against any new invasion of Greek 
soil. They said Greek intelligence 
reports disclosed there were six 
guerrilla concentration centers— 
in Albania and three in 
Yugoslavia+from which new of- 
fensives could be launched. These 
reports said the largest of the 


three in Albania was at Lescovic, 
and that a hospital for the guer- 
rillas was located there. 

War Minister George Stratos 
said 4500 men were in the three 
Greek Government brigades clos- 
ing in on the guerrillas, whose 
drive on loannina, capital of the 
province of Epirus, was stopped 
and turned back yesterday near 
the village of Negradhes, 19 miles 
north of loannina. 

Stratos, who has pictured the 
current guerrilla offensive as an 
“invasion” aimed at setting up a 
Communist state, said 20 prison- 
ers had told interrogators contin- 
gents of an “international bri- 
gade"” were among the (forces 
fighting the army. 

He added that members of a 
United Nations Balkans sub-com- 
mission had become convinced 
that the offerisive began in Al- 
bania. Stratos reported the sub- 
commission went back to its Sal- 
onika headquarters from the bat- 
tle zone yesterday but would re- 
turn to Konitsa to talk with pris- 
oners.

Since that time, the urgency of 
one phase of our water resources 
control program has been dem- 
onstrated forcefully and tragi- 


cally. Vast areas of the most 
productive sections of the Mis- 
souri and upper Mississippi river 
valleys have been subjected to a 
series of the most destructive 
floods in our history. Too fre- 
quently within our memory, as 
well as in earlier years, the Mis- 
ssissippi river basin has been 
similarly stricken. This con- 
tinued threat and the recurring 
and accumlative damage to the 
national economy and well-being 
call strongly for the prompt use 
of more effective counter-meas- 
ures. Prudence requires that 
adequate measures be taken for 
protection against these devast- 
ing floods. 

Measures for flood control 
should be integrated with plans 
for the use and conservation of 
water resources for other pur- 
poses. This will insure maxi- 
mum control of floods at the 
least cost and will permit the 
full utilization of water re- 
sources in the development of 
this wast region. 

The drainage basin of the Mis- 
sissippi river and its tributaries 
comprises nearly half of the na- 
tion in area and population, It 
is a rich central core from which 
stem goods and services vital to 
the entire country. A large pro- 
portion of the people-in this 
great central basin, their homes 
and businesses, their fertile farm 
lands and their transportation 
and communication systems are 
concentrated in the flood plains 
and low lands inimediately ad- 
jacent to the rivers. Nature also 
requires the use of these flood 
plains for drainage. Conse- 
‘quently, we must pay the price 
for occupancy of these lands, 
either in the form of continued 
flood damage or in preventing 
Measures.

Again thousands of our people — 
have been forced to leave their 
homes and their, normal pur- 
suits. All or a large part of. 
the year’s income has _ been 
ruthlessly taken from thou- 
sands of farmers. The loss of 
their crops is not only a per- 
sonal calamity to these farmers 
hut is a staggering blow to the 
nation and to other countries 
where many additional thou- 
sands will be deprived of essen- 
tial foods. 

The recurrent floods in the 
Mississippi basin constitute a 
national problem which demands 
immediate attention. The means 
for solution are available to us 
and will permit us, at the same 
time, to prevent destruction and 
waste of productive soils, to im- 
prove the utility of the rivers for 
transportation, to conserve water 
that. would otherwise be wasted 
with destructive force and to 
use this water constructively for 
domestic purposes, for irriga- 
tion, for development of needed 
electric power, for the abate- 
ment of pollution and for the en- 
joyment of recreational activi- 
ties.

Such a coincidence 
of flood crests is highly im- | 
probable, but if it did occur 
under present conditions, the 
floods would overflow the entire 
lower Mississippi valley from 
Cairo, il., to tie Gulf of Mexico.

It,would not be feas- 
ible to build levees high enough 
and floodways wide enough to 
pass such a flood eatery to the 
Gulf.

There are weny few properties fall- 


proper at this time, however, and 
local legislation, of course, would 
be inoperative beyond the city 
limits, where it is more desperate- 
ly needed. 

“We shall do everything we can 
to alleviate distress conditions. 
City Counselor Stemmler has al- 
ready requested the St. Louis Bar 
Association and the St. Louis 
Lawyers’ Association jointly to 
create a panel of attorneys to ad- 
vise and counsel tenants—or land- 
lords—who are confused by the 
law or who feel that they have a 
grievance, 

“The presidents of these organi- 
zations have agreed to submit the 
proposal to their respective execu- 
tive boards for an early decision. 
Stemmler’s plan calls for a 12-man 
panel, each organization providing 
six attorneys, to give counsel, but 
not representation, without charge. 
It was proposed that an office be 
centrally located in the downtown 
area to make the service readily 
available to the public.” 


Twenty of the city’s 27 alder- 
men have told the Post-Dispatch 
they favored a special board ses- 
sion to enact rent control legisla- 
tion, provided the City Counselor 
found such legislation would be 
constitutional. Four aldermen 
were noncommittal, one opposed 
local legislation and two. could 
not be reached, 

Harris, a Democrat, who repre- 
sents the Twenty-second Ward 
and who was the first to suggest 
a special aldermanic session on 
rent control, said he hoped his 
petition would be signed by as 
many members of the board as 
possible. Their signatures would 
reflect sentiment in their districts, 
he added. 


“It is.a sad commentary on our 
city administration,” Harris de- 
clared, “that two men, Mayor 
Kaufmann and Stemmler, have 
foreclased thousands of veterans, 
widows and their families from 
reht control relief. 


“The people were looking with 
hopeful hearts to our Mayor and 
his advisers for alleviating legis- 
lation. In declaring my proposal 
unconstitutional, the Mayor and 
Stemmler have. taken upon them- 
selves the judicial function, which 
under our democratic form of gov- 
ernment rightfully belongs to the 
courts. 

“The recent income tax case 
showed how erroneous the city 
counselor’s ruling can be in pre- 
judging ‘ie constitutionality of a 
proposed ordinance. 


“It would seem to me the more 
proper place for discussion and 
adjudication of the many aspects 
of my proposal would be at a pub- 
lic hearing, with the Board of 
Aldermen resolving itself into a 
Committee of One and giving au- 
dience to whatever legal talent 
might deem it expedient to appear 
before the board in considering 
legal aspects of the ordinance. 

“The ruling by the Mayor now 
leaves the way open for a flagrant 


gouging of tenants, especially vet- 
erans and the underprivileged who 


| 


cannot pay higher rents and must 
now face eviction,” 

The Hotel Association of St. 
Louis, representing operators of 
17 large hotels, in a letter to the 
Mayor made public yesterday, de- 
fended action of the hotels in 
increasing permanent guest rates. 
The Mayor has received a large 
number of letters from perma- 
nent guests complaining of in- 
creases of up to 150 per cent. 

More than 70 per cent of hotel 
operating costs are for services 
to guests; as a result the rental 
of hotel accommodations is funda- 
mentally unlike that of bare 
space, the association letter said. 
Pointing out that other service 
industries now are operating 
without government control, the 
letter asserted that the hotel in- 
dustry “does not ask special con- 
sideration, but merely wishes to 
have the same privilege that other 
operating businesses have, namely, 
of selling our services at prices 
fairly determined without govern- 
mental control.” 


Chicago Council Committee Urges 
Hotel Rent Control. 


CHICAGO, July 16 (AP)—Rent 
controls would be established im- 
mediately over hotels, rooming 
houses and lodging houses under 
an ordinance recommended to the 
City Council for passage by the 
Council Housing Committee. 


The measure, to be introduced in 
the City Council meeting today, 
would provide for the establish- 
ment of a temporary city housing 
rent commission. Under the ordi- 
nance, any hotel, rooming house 
or lodging house would be forbid- 
den to charge more than the 15 
per cent increase allowed under 
the authority of federal price 
emergency price control. Specific 
rent ceilings would not be fixed, 
however. 


Violations would be punished by 
a fine of not more than $200 or 
imprisonment of no longer than 
90 days, or both.

WASHINGTON, July 16 ~AP)— 
Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shall announced today the United 
States is taking steps to turn over 


10 merchant ships to Turkey as 
a move to strengthen Turkish 
armed forces. 

Marshall told a press confer- 
ence that, with, the Navy's con- 
currence, he had asked the Mari- 
time Commission to sell Turkey 
six United States government- 
owned cargo-passenger vessels. 
The Maritime Commission also is 
being asked to sell four surplus 
vessels to Turkey. 

Asked whether this represented 
the first transfer under the $100- 
000,000 undertaking to strengthen 
Turkey, Marshall replied that it 
did. He noted that the sale of 
the six cargo-passenger vessels 
did not involve expenditure of 
any United States funds. They 
will be paid for in cash. 

Marshall also discussed the 
Greek situation in response to 
questions. He said the function of 
American representatives with the 
Greek army is to determine what 
is needed to strengthen it 

In carrying out the military 
phase of the $300,000,000 Greek aid 
program, he explained it is neces- 
sary to determine what should be 
done. The Greek army is engaged 
in guerrilla warfare, he said, add- 
is quite different from 
normal warfare.

Hienderson urged a congressional 
investigation of the housing situa- 
tion, calling it “one of our stinking 
shames.” Taft said he supported 
pending legislation which would 
authorize such an inquiry.

“But despite that great founda- 
tion for holding down prices; they\ 
tell us coal prices must go up 
from 50 cents to $laton. — 

“If business would only realize 
that it would be better to take a 
little loss now and thereby. help 
fight inflation. If it would only 
realize that if inflation continues, 
any surpluses set aside now will 
be valueless.” 

O'Mahoney said he is in “com- 
plete agreement” with President 
Truman that coal and steel com- 
panies should give the wage con- 
tract a “fair test” before increas- 
ing prices. 

“In asking these industries to 
hold their horses. the President is 
merely trying to get them to act 
on their own so the Government 
won't have to,” O'Mahoney assert- 
ed. He said, however, that he 
knew of no plans for any Gov- 
ernment action, nor did he have 
any ideas as to what could be 
done. 

“I would hate to have the Gov: 
ermment move in,” O'Mahoney 
said. “I don’t think it’s too late 
for industry to do the job of hold- 
ing prices.” 

As for coal price increases al- 
ready in effect, O'Mahoney said: 
“It's not too late to cut them 
hack.” He added, however, that 
this is not likely.to happen.

GET TERMS, FINES 
FOR CONTEMPT

WASHINGTON, July 16 (UP)— 
Dr. Edward K. Barsky, chairman 
of the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee 
Committee, was sentenced today 
to six months in jail and fined 
$500 for contempt of Congress. 

United States District Court] 
Judge Richmond B. Keech sen- 
tenced 10 other leaders of the 
organization, including Novelist 
Howard Fast, to three months 
each and fined them $500 apiece. 

The court assessed $500 fines 
against five remaining . defend- 
ants, including Herman Shumilin, 
Hollywood and Broadway theatri- 
cal producer, and Leverett Gleason, 
publisher of the magazine Read- 
ers’. Scope, after they said they 
wished to purge themselves of 
contempt. 

These five also told the court 
they had resigned from the joint 
committee. Keech gave them 
three months suspended’ jail sen- 
tences in addition to the fines. 

The defendants were convicted 
of contempt because, as diréctors 
of the anti-Fascist organization, 
—- | they refused to produce its records 
before the House Un-American 
Activities Committee. The House 
committee, which called the anti- 
Fascist group a Communist front 
organization, had issued subpenas 
for the records, 

Keech continued $500 bonds for 
those of the defendants who said 
they would appeal. 

However, of the five who re- 
ceived the lightest sentences, 
Shumlin, Gleason and Dr, Jesse 
Tolmach said they would not ap- 
peal. The other two, Mrs. Bobbie’ 
Weinstein and Mrs. Louis Kamsly, 
wanted to think it over. 

All of the 16 convicted men and 
women are New Yorkers, 

The sentences of three months 
in jail and $500 fine were imposed 
on: Fast, Dr. Lyman Bradley,.New 
York University professor; Dr. 
Louis S. Miller, heart specialist; 
Dr. Jacob Auslander, general med- 
ical practitioner; James Lustig, 
representative of ‘the CIO United 
Klectrical. Workers;. Mrs. Char- 
lotte Stern, educational director, 
for local 6 of the AFL Hotel and 
Club Employes’ Union; Harry M. 
Justiz and Mrs. Ruth Leider, at- 
torneys; Manuel Magana, hard- 
ware merchant, and Mrs. Marjorie 
Chodorov, housewife 

Barsky told reporters that he 
had not expected to get a jail 
sentence. Barsky asked to- make 
a statement to the court before 
sentencing. He started to say that 
he wanted the court to know how 
he felt, : 

“The court is. not interested ‘in 
how you feel,” Keech cut in, “This 
is a matter of sentence.” 

At their trial the defendants 
said they had no access to the 
subpenaed books. They argued 
that Miss Helen Bryan, executive 
secretary of the organization, had 
the records. Miss Bryan is under 
indictment on a similar contempt 
charge. 

She told the committee that if 
she delivered the books, her or- 
ganization would be unable to car- 
ry on its relief work.

“Wrecker Charge Against Eisler 
Stricken: From Record. 

WASHINGTON, July 16 (UP)-— 
United States -District Judge 
James W. Morris today denied “at 
this time” a défense motion for a 
mistrial in the passport fraud 
trial of Gerhart Eisler, reputed 
No. 1 Communist in this country. 

Morris at the same time ordered 
stricken from the record a state- 
ment of a Government attorney 
that Eisler’s real purpose was to 
disrupt the economy of the Unit- 
ed States to further the ends of 
Moscow.” 

Morris said he would instruct 
the jury to disregard the disrup- 
tion charge, but he did not think 
the statement was “sufficiently 
prejudicial to warrant a mistrial. 

Assistant United States Attor- 
ney William Hitz in his opening 
statement yesterday told the jury 
that he would introduce evidence 
which he believed would indicate 
that Eisler was bent on disrupt- 
ing the American economy. Hitz 
told the jury he would introduce 
witnesses to prove Lisler said in 
Paris in 1938 he planned to go to 
the United States to

Hitz said Eisler entered this 
country in 1933 “under a false 
French passport,” and that Eisler 
later the same year threatened a 
Cleveland Communist party leader 
with expulsion unless he brought 
party members there in line with 
Moscow policies.

These German submarines were 
being made ready when the war 
ended. By general consent, if these 
Nazi types had been produced in 
quantity before the end of the 
war, they would have posed a ter- 
rible problem for Allied anti-sub- 
marine units, tor they were faster 
than any of their predecessors, 
and capable of remaining under- 
water for an _ indefinite’ time, 
thanks to the “snorckel” breath- 
ing device which enabled them to 
use their Diesels while cruising 
submerged. They had.a range of 
approximately 20,000 miles. 

These submarines also had a 
special feature designed to give 
them a temporary burst of very 
high underwater speed, This was 
the Walther engine, using hydro- 


position of this chemical releases 
steam and oxygen at temperatures 
in the neighborhood of 5000 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. 
after being cooled 
passes through a turbine which 
drives the submarines at a maxi- 
mum submerged speed of 26 knots. 

The Walther engine is a revolu- 
tionary development in submar- 
ines. It is dangerous because it 
works at such high temperatures 
and pressures. In ‘the German 
submarines it was installed in a 
separate compartment which was 
closed off while it was in opera- 
tion. The engine was intended 
only as a special attack-escape 
unit, and the length of time it 
could operate depended on the 
amount of hydrogen peroxide 
which could be carried. This is a 
bulky fuel, and the experimental 
German types could only carry 
enough for about 15 hours at 80 
per c of maximum speed. 

The: potency of the engine was 
enhanced by sweeping the deck 
and hull of the submarines clear 
of the usual gadgets. The gun 
was dispensed with, the hull was

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Zale, Graziano Ready for Fight of Their Lives—Youth in Rocky's Favor 


Record Indoor ‘Gate’ 
Of $400,000 Expected; 
Tony Has Weight Edge

CHICAGO, July 16—Any way you look at it, this bout for the 


world’s middleweight championship at’ Chicago 


should be a great one. 


Stadium tonight 


Tony Zale of Gary, Ind., the defender, and 


Rocco (Rocky) Graziano, New York, the challenger, are ready for 


the fight of their lives and both 


And, while the opinion of fight 
followers seems strong for Zale, 


Graziano has a horde of staunch 
and loud supporters who declare 
that Rocky’s youth and punching 
ability will enable him to knock 
out the champion and gain the 
160-pound title long before the 
limit of 15 rounds is reached. 

Zale’s supporters are legion and 
they contend that you have to 
A#Atick with a champion until he 
is defeated. That’s an old saw in 
the boxing business, but you don’t 
have to let your mind wander 
far to remember many instances 
where champions were defeated. 

Jack Dempsey, former heavy- 
weight champion, summed it up 
about’ as well as anybody could 
when he said anybody who picks 
-the winner of this one will have 
to be lucky. 

Zale is 33, Graziano 25, and that 
eight years’ difference in age is 
what makes most of the cham- 

ion’s admirers pause. Tony has 

en boxing, amateur and pro- 
fessional, since 1931. And that’s 
a long time. Sure, he’s won the 
greatest majority 4f his bouts but 
even in winning a boxer gets hit 
and hurt and those punches con- 
stantly take something out of a 
man. 

Tony was in the :Navy from 
1942 after he lost a 12-round de- 
cision to Billy Conn, until 1946. 
Since.his discharge he has fought 
and won 12 bouts, nine by knock- 
outs, three by technical knock- 
- outs. Included among his victims 
by TKO was Deacon Logan, St. 
Louis Negro middleweight, stopped 
by Tony in Omaha, Nebr., Feb. 3 
last. And in four other bouts 
this year he has won two by 
knockouts, two by technical 
knockouts, None of his opponents 
was outstanding. One of them 
was Cliff Beckett, stopped by Zale 
in six rounds. Beckett is the 
boxer Ray Robinson toyed with 
at the Arena last year, then 
stopped. 

All of the matches since last 
September, when Zale knocked 
out Graziano in the sixth round, 
were designed to get the challen- 
ger ready for the return bout 
which was sure to come. That. 
contained the pot of gold at the 
end’ of the rainbow and nothing 
was going to be allowed to jeopar- 
dize that one. 

With Graziano it was the same 
thing. He has fought only ‘two 


Attempted Bribe 
Leads to New 


‘After that, Graziano ran afoul 
the New York Athletic Commis- 
gion for his failure to report an 
attempted bribe of $100,000 for 
him to “lay down” to Reuben 
Shank in a Madison Square Gar- 
den bout. He didn’t take the 
money and the fight didn’t come 
off, but Graziano’s license was re- 
voked. 

That’s why the bout is being 
held in Chicago instead of New 
York, and it had to survive many 
side attacks from publicity-seek- 
ing politicians in this state. 


But Sam Pian, manager of Zale, 
is given credit for steering the 
ship past all the shoals and mak- 
ing it- possible for the fight to 
be held here before what is ex- 
pected to be a record breaking in- 
dor “gate” of some $400,000. 
More than 21,000 persons are ex- 
pected to attend. 

The seat prices at the Stadium 
range from $650 to $30 and 
$30,000 has been paid for the 
broadcast rights. 

Of these receipts, Zale is to get 
40 per cent of the net, and Gra- 
giano 20 per cent. 

The promoters are the Chicago 
Stadium Corporation, with Arthur 
Wirtz at the head, and a combina- 
tion composed of Irving Schoen- 
wald, Jack Begun and Jack Hur- 
ley, who regularly promote bouts 
in Chicago both at the Stadium 
and at ai little indoor-outdoor 
place named Marigold Gardens.

The figures on which these esti-| 


mates are based are simple, 
enough. The total Government in- 
come for the last fiscal year, end- 
ing June 30, was something more 
than 43 billidn dollars. Last Janu- 
ary President Truman submitted 
to Congress an estimated budget 
for the present year of more than 
87 billion dollars. 

The Congress is now hard at 
work trying to reduce this figure. 
Even if not a penny is cut, the 
estimated outgo would still be 
nearly six billion dollars below 
last year’s income. If Congress 
pares off as much as three bil- 
lion, the difference between last 
year’s income and this year's out- 
go then will be almost nine billion 
dollars. 

The level of employment and of 
business activity, contrary to the 
gloomy crystal ball gazing of the 
economists, is now higher than | 
it was during the last fiscal year. 
The highest estimate thus 
made of the total cost during any) 
one year of the Marshall program | 
is six billion dollars.

“It took us five years to meet 
air force requirements last time,’ 
he said, “If we let our factories 
fall back to the 1939 level again, 
it will take us five years next 
time. I don’t know where we 
would .have been in 1941 if the 
British and French hadn't been 
buying our planes in 1939. 

“Seventy-five per cent of our 
‘aircraft plants lost money last 
‘year. They will again this year. 
‘This cannot continue indefinitely. 
‘It is only the good nature of the 
‘stockholders that keeps us out of 
‘serious trouble.” 

He revealed that one plant now 
| producing both jet-propelled and 
‘super-sonic aircraft was almost 
‘closed by its stockholders. The 
‘plant had accumulated a reserve 
'of $16,000,000 in the war to carry 
it through the postwar period. 

“The stockholders knew. they 
‘would be losing moneyg so they 
wanted to take their $16,000,000 
and close up the place,” he said.

OES history repeat itself? Biomant Gottwald, prime minister 
of Czechoslovakia, and his Foreign Secretary, Jan Masaryk, 
have just returned to Prague from Moscow after signing a 


five-year economic treaty with the Soviet Union—a treaty which 
ties the Czechoslovak economy to that of Russia so tightly as to 
leave the smaller country virtually no freedom of action whatever, 


During the course of the three- 
day visit in Moscow, Gottwald 
called Prague on the telephone 
and directed that the Czechoslo- 
vak Cabinet withdraw its previous 
acceptance of the British-French 
invitation to attend the European 
recovery conference in Paris, This 
was done, but with obvious re- 
luctance and after bitter cabinet 
discussion. The reason given was 
that “Czechoslovak participation 
could be interpreted as an act di- 
rected against its friendship with 
the Soviet Union and our other 
allies.” Gottwald's action was 
taken after he had been received 


"at the Kremlin by Generalissimo

Stalin. 


“Under these circumstances,”

“I can do nothing.” 


What Was the Stick? 


There remains unanswered 
Shylock’s famous question — on 
what compulsion? We do not 
know. Russian troops do not oc- 
cupy Czechoslovakia, though Rus- 
sian garrisons in Germany, Po- 
land, Hungary and Austria vir- 
tually surround the little country. 
There is no suggestion at present 
of any military threat, though 
there are rumors that Russia did 
threaten to cancel the _ Soviet- 
Czechoslovak treaty of alliance. 
The published terms of the new 


_ Soviet-<Czechoslovak trade pact do 


not suggest such advantages for 
Czechoslovakia as should have in- 
duced this sudden change in pol- 
icy. No doubt the well-known So- 
viet technique of carrot and stick 


was employed—but what was the 
stick ? 

It is interesting to note that the 
visit of the Czechoslovak ministers 
to Moscow was rounded off by a 
four-hour dinner given by Stalin 
at the Kremlin and attended by no 
less than eight members of the 
Politburo besides Stalin himself. 
The following morning, at the air- 
port, the visitors were speeded 
back to Prague with a rousing 
send-off by Molotov in person, 
with a band and a miltary guard 
of honor. } 

Which reminds me about history 
repeating itself-—Late in the eve- 
ning of Tuesday, March 14, 1939, 
Emil Hacha, President of Czecho- 
slovakia, and his Foreign Minister, 
Chvalkovsky, arrived by train at 
Berlin. They were received at the 
station with great ceremony, in- 
cluding a military guard of honor 
and a miltary band. They were 
escorted to the Adlon Hotel on 
Unter den Linden, where they 
were immediately visited by For- 
eign Minister von Ribbentrop. They

The meeting called here is sup- 
posed to tackle only questions *of 
peace treaty procedure—that is, 
creation of working committees, 
when and where peace confer- 
ences should be held and the like. 

In a formal announcement of 
the conference call, the State De- 
partment said it had been pro- 
posed that deputy foreign minis- 


ters and experts participate in the 
initial meeting because the minis- 
ters themselves are tied down 
with other commitments. 

The department also said it is 
the view of this country that na- 
tions other than the invited 11 
should be given an opportunity to 
present their ideas during the 
drafting of the treaty. After the 
draft has reached “a sufficiently 
advanced stage,” the department 
suggested, it should be considered 
by a general conference of all na- 
tions who were at war. with 
Japan.

When on March 12, 1947, the President 
split “one world” wide open, I called at-

The future 
looks gloomy at this stage, with most of 
the agitation being pointed directly 
towards settlement by force. But there 
is still the hope that reason and humani- 
tarianism may prevail. 

I was surprised to see the Post- 
Dispatch editorially taking on a spell 
of worry about Secretary Marshall's 
softening of the Truman Doctrine. Fact 
is, Marshall gave a wonderful service 
in improving the Truman Doctrine, His- 
tory will record that as one of the out- 
standing acts of Secretary of State Mar- 
shall. 

Why did Marshall take that course? 
IT venture to answer that Henry Wal- 
lace’'s activities and forceful speeches, 
and the favorable public response there- 
to, had a lot to do with Marshall's tak- 
ing the Truman Doctrine in hand (and 
the President's allowing him to take 
it in hand) and its being adjusted to a 
more democratic and altruistic pattern.

To say war is possible in 12 months is 
far more sensible than to say war isn’t 
possible. 

If this country gets into the state it 
was prior to the war just ended, the 
next will be our last.

Our N ow German Charter 


Two years of experience in dealing with the 
German people—and two years of attempts at 
dealing with the Russians—comprise the back- 
ground of the new State, War and Navy Depart- 
ments directive to Gen. Clay. When the prede- 
cessor directive, “JCS 1067,” was prepared in 
Washington, the war was.not yet won in Europe. 
To a large extent, it had to be written in the 
dark. Certainly it had to presuppose Russian 
co-operation in a four-power occupation of Ger- 
many. | 

Ironically, the new directive is put in the 
hands of our military commander in Germany 
almost two years to the day after the Potsdam 
conference. We know now that the Russians 


made agreements which they did not intend to’ 


keep. For example, they agreed at Potsdam that 
the Eastern Germany boundary, running south 


from Stettin into Silesia, would be subject to re- - 
view. They now say that the conference fixed ~ 


the boundary and that it is not open to further 
consideration. Wholesale population changes 
have been effected on that basis. 

Potsdam led to Paris and Paris to Moscow 
and the story was the same; no comprehensive 
agreement could be reached on what to do with 
Germany. The new directive recognizes all this. 
It says, in effect, that a half loaf is better than 
none. Thus, the United States and British zones 
are made the basis of a joint effort, with the 
door open for Russia and France if they are 
willing to come in later. 

Gen. Clay’s new guidance goes to the very 
heart of the German occupation problem when 
it calls for “‘a stable and productive Germany” 
so held in check by “necessary restraints” as to 
keep down a revival of militarism. It further 
shows the benefit of experience by declaring 
against “an excessively centralized (German) 
government.” A federation of German states 
is central government enough ‘to co-ordinate 
policies and arrange for the exchange and dis- 
tribution of short supplies. A highly centralized 
government would encourage further excesses 
on the part of the Soviets. 

Those who worked out the directive are to 
be commended for seeing so clearly that, in the 


long run, the German people must save them- 


selves. If they are to have democracy, it will 
need to be indigenous German democracy. We 
cannot hope to transplant our experience and 
practices to Germany. Nor should we attempt 
to. We are opposed to communization of Ger- 
many; by the same token, we must avoid even 
seeming to cram our system down German 
throats. 

The last vestiges of the essentially vindictive 
Morgenthau plan, which unrealistically sought 
to ma&ke Germany largely an agrarian country, 
are out the window. The new directive makes 
no effort to ban industrial production generally. 
What it does do is to forbid manufacturing which 
has no other purpose than use in weapons of 
war. This sensible distinction provides the basis 
on which Germans can do much to lift them- 
selves out of their economic morass. 

How long will we stay in Germany? The di- 
rective answers this way: “as long as foreign oc- 
cupation of Germany continues.” Indefinite 
though this is in terms of precise number of 
years, it is a long-term commitment. Americans 
should recognize it as such and plan accordingly. 
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The General and the Chow 


Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower says that he wants 
to be “remembered as the chief af staff who did 
something about the Army’s co@king.” Looking 
on Army chow as part of a soldier’s pay, the Gen- 
eral says, “I am determined to see that none of 
his pay is counterfeit.” 

Shortly after the war ended, a corporal in Japan 
told the General he ate in ‘a bum mess” where 
“the food is all right buf the cooking is no good.” 
The General told the Colonel concerned to rem- 
edy the situation and to report fully on it when 
accomplished. Such an incident is typical of 
Gen. “Ike’s” interest in GI Joe’s daily lot. e 

Between the General and the corporal, the dif- 
ficulties of the Army mess are pithily put. Eisen- 
hower’s figurative language is well used. During 
the war tons of good chow were ruined by “coun- 
terfeiters” in the shape of men who never should 
have been assigned to Army mess duty. A lot of 
hapless square pegs got intc round holes because 
some officers were so deficient that they swal- 
lowed the most miserable of Army adages: “When 
a man’s no. good for anything else, shove him 
into the kitchen.” Shiftless or stupid men, in 
ruining good chow, also hurt morale — whether 
in wartime or peacetime. 

Gen. Eisenhower already has done much in his 
campaign for better chow for the soldier and he 
undoubtedly will continue to watch Army messes 
until he retires next year. His latest words were 
not spoken just for the Army public relations de- 
partment to use in drumming up recruits. He 
wants to drive the very last “bum mess” out of 
the Army—and millions of former GIs hope he 
will. 
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Bullwinkle and Tidelands 


Anti-trust exemption for the railroads moves 
ahead. The House Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee has approved the Bulwinkle-Reed bill. 
This measure would let nominally competing 
lines get together to fix rates without penalty 
under the Sherman Act. It has already passed 
the Senate. 

Men of as different political creeds as Sena- 
tor Tobey of New Hampshire and former Sena- 
tor Wheeler of Montana have warned that this 
bill is dangerous. The Robert R. Young or pro- 
gressive camp in the railroad industry also ap- 
poses it. It would give foree to pleas by other 
industries for similar exemptions. Under its 
protection, the railroads might abuse their priv- 
ileges to bring upon themselves the threat of 
public ownership. 

It is to escape the consequences of past abuses, 
in fact, that the railroads are pushing the bill. 
They are. under attack by the Justice Depart- 
ment and the State of Georgia. The documents 
in these law suits, reciting evils which the ICC 
has not moved to stop, raise doubts that the 
Bulwinkle-Reed proviso exempting only those 
agreements approved by the ICC would. -fully 
protect the public. 

The bill is being rushed for the same reason 
that California tried to have Congress quitclaim 


, 


title to the tidelands oil. The purpose is to 
forestall Supreme Court judgment. California 
feared it would lose the tidelands, and the fear 
proved correct. Railroad executives equally fear 
verdicts of guilty to breach of anti-trust. If their 
consciences were easy, they would expect a clean 


bill from the court, and welcome the test. 
Congress, or in the last resort President Tru-’ 


man, should insist on the orderly processes of 
judicial determination. 
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Senator Taft’s Obstructionism 

In reply to former Justice Roberts's charge of 
obstructionism, Senator Taft says he hasn't ob- 
structed anything—especially not universal mili- 
tary training. All he has done with that, it seems, 
is to denounce it. And isn’t that enough?  __ 

The Ohio Senator is chief of the Republican 
steering committee. When he seeks fast action 
on a bill, he gets it. But he is opposed to UMT, 
and nothing has been done. If that isn’t ob- 
structionism, then it may be put down to grave 
irresponsibility by a party leader. 

Justice Roberts says Senator Taft’s attitude 
“might result in a national calamity.” Men like 
Justice Roberts are not given to rash statements. 
If this nation is deceived into thinking that the 
atomic bomb will protect it, or if it forgets that 
technology requires trained men, then America 
will be helpless for defense. 

Time and.again the high command has begged 
for universal training. A June Gallup poll 
showed that 74 per cent of the people want it. 
The least Senator Taft could do is to bring the 
issue to a vote. The unpopularity, if not the 
ostrichism, of his position should be apparent to 
him, 

A House Armed Services subcommittee plans 
to prepare a training bill soon. Senator Taft 
can see that there is quick action on it, or he 
can try to snub it dead. One thing he cannot do 
is to escape responsibility toward an essential 
means of security.

A Chink in the Armor 


There is a widespread belief, supported by a 
large body of fact, that the Missouri mule can 
outpull, outkick and outshine any mule extant. 
Yet there is a chink in his armor, on no less 
authority than the President of the United 
States. 

President Truman swallowed hard and con- 
fessed the sad story to a group of agricultural 
agents in Washington the other day. When the 
President was a local politician, with a local poli- 
tician’s proper interest in county fairs, he ar- 
ranged a race between a pair of Missouri mules 
and a team which had sneaked over the line 
from Kansas. 

It was a forlorn day for Missouri. When the 
bets were down, the team from across the Kaw 
was the first over the line. No doubt this strange 
result was brought about by doping up the Kan- 
sas critters or by some other form of fratd by 
subterfuge. 

Missouri authorities should take formal steps 
to expunge the record and hold the race under 
conditions as carefully safeguarded as the Preak- 
ness or the Kentucky Derby. If this is done, no 
true Missourian will have ahy doubt as to how 
the Missouri mule will acquit himself. 

He will emerge a royalty without peer and 
without reproach and the Kansas contenders will 
be shown up as impostors—just a scrub breed 
without pride of ancestry or hope of posterity. 
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Local 73’s Case 


What kind of strong-arm stuff goes on in the 
AFL Carpenters’ District Council? 

Circuit Judge Koerner will have to decide next 
week whether members of the council terrorized 


the membership of Local 73, an affiliated organ- 


ization. The local charges they have done so. 

Last month, the St. Louis Labor Tribune re- 
ported that business agents and officers of the 
council would remain in office for another year 
through common consent of carpenters in the 
area. But it is obvious that common consent had 
not been obtained from all locals, inasmuch as 
Local 73 dissented and proposed to name its own 
candidate for business agent. 

When the local’s plans became known, its en- 
tire membership was suspended by the council. 


Contending ne members in good standing op-— 


posed the incumbents, the council failed to hold 
an election. This was a shabby trick and the 
claims and counter-claims of beatings and abu- 
sive language do not add savor to it. 

Local 73 has every right to demand an elec- 
tion, and to propose a candidate. But the coun- 
cil refused to recognize this fundamental dem- 
ocratic concept and subjected the local’s mem- 
bers to treatment more becoming dictators and 
totalitarians. That's the principle for which Local 
73 is fighting. 
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First Test of Rockefeller’s Plan 

Nelson A. Rockefeller’s plan to elevate living 
standards in the undeveloped areas of the wofld 
has entered the action phase in Venezuela. 
Rockefeller interests have obtained there the 
collaboration of oil companies doing business in 
that country in formation of a Venezuela Basic 
Economy Corp., a private enterprise bent on im- 
proving Venezuelan agriculture and providing 
adequate food at reasonable prices. 

This development should bring great encour- 
agement to a country where living costs have 
been notoriously high. The Government, rec- 
ognizing its merit, proposes to do its share by 
investing in collateral. projects, such as a road- 
building program, to speed up’ movement of 
foods to the markets. And the first sights of 
the new corporation are set on creation of fish- 
eries and a powdered-milk plant, both of ‘which 
provide basic elements in the diet. 

In an interview with the Post-Dispatch, Rocke- 
feller expressed a desire for the co-operation of 
other groups in this developmental work. He 
envisages opening avenues for investment both 
by American and other capital that could make 
a positive contribution to the prosperity of the 
world. But the program, he believes, must stand 
on its own feet-financially. Im Venezuela is its 
first real test. Its success there can bring hope 
to other areas desiring adequate pesrate financ-

Is England Deserting Democracy?

Can the present Labor Government re- 
main in power in Great Britain? And if 
it fails, what will take its place? 


The safety of the United States depends 


upon the triumphant vindication of our. 
form of democratic government in the eyes 


of the world. A blow against democracy in 
Britain will weaken our safety. 

Modern history records no other such 
rapid deterioration in the might of a great 
power, which has been undefeated in war, 
as that which Great Britain suffered be- 
tween 1919 and 1947. 


As a result of her resistance in the two 
World Wars, and as a result ‘of the col- 
lapse of world economy during the years 
between the wars, Britain finds herself 
drained of her resources. The British peo- 
ple are suffering greater restrictions upon 
their individual liberty. 

Their Government is canalizing all-of the 
nation’s energy into the task of incredsing 
exports to pay for the imports of food and 
of raw materials upon which the very life 
of the British people depends. 


4 ie 
A Catastrophic Change 


The causes of this catastrophic change 
in Great Britain’s position are.not hard to 
find. They are the utter blindness to the 
realities in international life of successive 
British Cabinets during the two decades 
after the First World War; the inability of 
British industry to adapt its methods to 
meet the competition of mass. production 
in the world markets; the supplanting of 
liberal trade policies by cartels and pref- 
erential systems; and the refusal of Great 
Britain and of the other powers to prevent 
the death of the old League of Nations. 

The one chance that Great Britain has to 
continue as a major power lies in the pos- 
sibility that peace settlements may be rap- 
idly’ concluded and that a peaceful world 
can._.thereafter be constructed. 

Its achievement will be largely contingent 
upon the solution of the American-Soviet 
differences, For only then will the founda- 
tion be laid upon which a peaceful and pros- 
perous world can once more come into be- 
ing. But the average Englishman looks to 
his Government for extrication from his 
increasingly serious predicament. 

The success of the Labor Government de- 
pends upon its ability to retain the support 
of the independent voters, to wean the bulk 
of the Liberals away from their former 
loyalties and to avoid any split within the 
ranks of labor itself, 


The Cleavage in Labor 


This can be accomplished only if at least 
some of the promises held out to the voters 
in 1945 are made good. So far few have 
materialized. ‘ 

Prime Minister Attlee has been compelled 
to face bitter personal conflicts within his 
Cabinet. He has to confront more clashes 
among his Parliamentary supporters. 


In the realm of domestic policy, the Prime 


Minister and a majority of the members of * 


his Cabinet believe that Britain can evolve 
a moderate form of state socialism that can 
solve modern economic and social prob- 
lems, and yet attain this objective without 
impairing democratic rights and liberties. 


In the field of foreign policy, he and such 
of his colleagues as, for example, Mr, Bevin, 


Mr. Dalton, Sir Stafford Cripps and Mr. 
Alexander believe that Great Britain can- 
not submit to Soviet hegemony over Cen- 
tral Europe, the Mediterranean or the Near 
East, and that consequently the closest kind 
of co-operation with the United States and 
with the democracies of Western Europe 
is imperative. 

It is on these issues that an ever-widen- 
ing cleavage is taking place within the 
ranks of the Labor ‘party. 


Foreign Policy Fight 


The left wing of the Labor party is com- 
posed of groups headed by younger intel- 
lectuals in the House of Commons such as 
R. H. S. Crossman and G. E. C. Wigg, by 
trade-union members who feel that the 
Government is not moving sufficiently fast 
nor sufficiently far, and by extremists like 
Konni Zilliacus who studiously follow the 
Communist party line. All of these are 
clamoring for the repudiation of the Cabi- 
net’s foreign policy. 

There are many indications that the left 
wing of the Labor party is constantly gain- 
ing recruits, and that the independent vot- 
ers are withdrawing their support from the 
Government. If this cleavage persists, and 
if the Government cannot secure political 
support from other sources, the present 
Attlee Cabinet cannot stand. . 

In that event what are the alternatives? 
There are two, 

If Britain’s economic situation continues 
to deteriorate, a national coalition Govern- 
ment, similar to that established in the 


‘war crisis of 1940 by Winston Churchill, 


may yet be formed to meet a new national 
emergency, only this time under a Labor 
Prime Minister. 

If the voters reject the solution afforded 
by a national coalition, power would then 
pass into the hands of the left-wing La- 
borites. These could call for the co-opera- 
tion of the British Communist party. 


If the Left Wing Wins 


However, the policy of such a “popular 
front” would undoubtedly favor the cre- 
ation of a Communist-dominated Europe 
and bring about the estabiishment of a 
British state based upon political, social 
and economic authoritarianism. 


The short-range prospect is altogether 
dark. The British have no longer any 
ground for hope that the present crisis 
can give way within any brief period to a 
brighter future. 

There is apparent in England, as there is 
throughout Western Europe, an increasing 
and fatalistic discouragement and a will- 
ingness to try almost any expedient in ex- 
change for the assurance that they can 
thereby obtain security. 

It would now seem as if only a popular 
effort, aroused by a national Government 


capable of undertaking a campaign of in-- 


spired moral leadership in the great tradi- 
tion of the younger Pitt, of Gladstone and 
of John Bright, and most recently of Win- 
ston Churchill, can check the growing trend 
toward the substitution of some form of 
totalitarianism for Britain’s democracy.

The Rural Opportunity 


THE AMERICAN FARMER—HIS PROBLEMS AND 
PROSPECTS, by Lee Fryer. (Harper & Brothers.) 
Farmers, of course, are not alone in for- 

getting that they are consumers. A na- 
tion divided in interests as producers, torn 
on the political front Dy pressure groups. 
can find unity only by adopting a common 
objective. That is the enjoyment of the 
bountiful supply of goods that technical 
progress makes possible. 

The further mechanization of agriculture 
has increased the necessary acreage of the 
family-type farm, and Mr. Fryer is not 
alone in believing that the labor of 2,500,000 
people who are now engaged in crop and 
livestock production must be turned to oth- 
er productive enterprises or wasted. But 
unlike many orthodox economists, he does 
not recommend that these displaced work- 
ers be sluiced into the city labor pool. 

He likens the rural employment problem 
to a large area in Bolivia which has very 
few springs or streams, but is underlaid 
with water about 30 feet from the surface. 
Foot travelers may die of thirst even though 
water is only the depth of a well away. 

* a * 

“American rural communities need 20- 
000 new doctors and 25,000 new dentists.” 
he writes. “They need 3000 public health 
officers and sanitarians and 50,000 public 
health nurses.” He sees employment for 
25,000 workmen for 10 years to do the rural 
hospital construction job. Then he consid- 
ers the working forces needed for rebuild- 


_ ing farmsteads with plumbing, water sy=s- 


tems and electricity, and all those others 
for soil, water and forest management. 

A whole frontier of rural processing in- 
dustries is waiting to be opened, he adds, 
and he envisages co-operative distribution 
of a triple volume of clothing, fertilizer, 
furniture, refrigerators, radios, washing 
machines, plumbing supplies, building ma- 
terials, and sundries “to farm families with, 
money in their hands to buy a living.” 

He even includes 5000 new beauty parior 
operators “to give permanent waves to al! 
the farm women who could not afford them 
in the past.” In a tragic chapter, “Meet 
Some Farm Women,” Mr. Fryer introduces 
no one with a spark of hope. Twins born 
without a doctor’s aid in an Ozark cabin. 
the mother of eight packing water for the 
family wash, the last of the children 
“growed up and gone off'to Richland to be 
a stenographer.” 

The only barrier that he concedes to a 
good life for farm women is “a callous 
neglect for human welfare through our 
economic and social life in America.” 

* “ * 

Low-income families make a very poor 
market, and one-third of all farm families 
average less than $600 gross income a year, 
with another third s¢aling between $600 and 
$2000. Mortgage and tenure conditions and 
the control of most farm organizations by 
the big operators are listed among the ad- 
verse conditions that have compelled the 
inefficient form of agriculture that grows 
out of insecurity. 

If Mr. Fryer’s objective of a yield of $2 
worth of products for each hour of labor 
is to be reached, if food production is not 
to fall into the hands of corporations work- 
ing our fields like factories, the farmers 
must save themselves. As in Bolivia, there 
is an underground stream to be tapped — 
by setting up a consumier civilization

While some more recent recol- 
lections were dimmed, Miss 
Goethe remembered to the last a 
day in her girlhood—she was 15— 
when she and other girls in her 
Sunday School were asked to sing 
at a political rally. The girls sang 
and danced, and then the speech 
of the day was made—by Abra- 
ham Lincoln, whose tall form re- 

mained in Mary Goethe’s mem- 
ory. This was in 1859, the year 
before Lincoln’s election to the 
presidency. 

Miss Goethe was born in Water- 
loo, Ill, and was a dressmaker 
there until she was 53 years old; 
later she came to St. Louis and 
had a dress shop. Up to her 100th 
birthday she took occasional 
walks about the grounds, using a 
cane. Since then, in fair weather, 
she sat on the porch and gazed 
across the Mississippi at her na- 
tive Illinois. 

It happened yesterday that. the 
second oldest inmate of the Alten- 
heim, John Seewald, 94, died on a 
bus on which he was traveling to 
Evanston, Ill., to visit his daugh- 
ter, Oldest of the 138. surviving 
dwellers at the home is Max 
Karches, 92, called “Billy bemp” 
because he was long employed by 
the Lemp brewing family, and was 
skipper of a boat owned by them.

ON THE DAY set for the midsummer Soils 
and Crops tour of Iron county, Perry and I had

IT WAS NO SURPRISE that our neighbor Joe 
Ricketts and his wife were selected for top hon- 
ors in the contest, for theirs is a farm which 
any farmer in the country would be proud to 
own and operate. And whether they called it 
that or not, balanced farming has been practiced 
on their acres for a good many years. If it 
hadn't been, I doubt that the three Ricketts boys 
would al] still be on the job, farming with their 
dad. That doesn’t happen unless the farm is 
successful both as a home and a business enter- 
prise. Nor can I help putting in a small plug 
for Belleview valley by saying that the Moores 
and Hunts, who carried off the rest of the hon- 
ors, are also residents of this part of the county. 
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AFTER THE LUNCHEON we continued a tour 
ywhich started in the morning, Visiting practical 
Tarm demonstrations on one farm after another. 

Finally we ended the day at Possum Trot to 
show one phase of balanced farming not too 
often included in the average program. This is 
the way in which, without expenditure of large

sums of money or the sacrifice of income-produc- 
ing acres, we can make a place for wildlife on 
our land. I think the thing which interested our 
visitors most was our big pond. Built during the 
late winter and filling only this spring, it is 
clearer than many ponds established for years. 
Aquatic plants are starting to grow around its 
edges. The dam is green with its growth of 
@rass and legumes. Around the banks are tracks 
of coon and possum. And on the placid surface 
float big bullfrogs, hardly disturbed by the vie 
tors.

ELPLESSNESS is hard to 
H take.

But at last he consented and the 
great night came and Roosevelt 
prepared to meet the vast throng 
which had come to greet him. 

“The auditorium was crowded,” 
writes Miss Perkins. “The only 
entrance was up a broad stairway 
from the street then down the 
narrow aisles to the stage. There 
was a direct emergency approach 
to the stage by way of the fire es- 
cape in the rear. This was devoid 
of crowds and was subject to po- 
lice control. The only possible way 
for any speaker to enter the 
stage without being crushed by 
the throng was by the fire es- 
cape.

“I STOOD backstage and real- 
ized with sudden horror that the 
only way that F.D.R. could get 
over that fire escape was in the 
arms of strong men. That was 
how he arrived, 

“Those of us who saw this in- 
cident, with our hands on our 
throats to hold down our emotion, 
realized that this man had ac- 
cepted the ultimate humility which 
comes from being helped physi- 
cally. He had accepted it smiling. 
He came up over the perilous and 
humiliating entrance and his man- 
ner was pleasant, courteous and 
enthusiastic. He got up on his 
braces; adjusted them, straight- 
ened himself, linked his arm in 
his son Jim’s and walked out on 
the platform as if this were noth- 
ing unusual. 

“I don’t recall the speech at 
all. For me and for others the 
speech was less important than 
his courage. That was creative. 
Before the campaign ended J] saw 
many similar episodes and I be- 
gan to see what the great teach- 
ers of religion meant when they 
said that humility was the great- 
‘est of virtues and if you can't 
learn it; God will teach it to you 
by humiliation.

HYSICIANS skilled and expe- 
P rienced in the radium or radon

*distinguish the type of cases in 


which it is effective. If the ade- 
noid mass (adenoid means small 
round cel] tissue, the same tissue 
as that which composes the fon- 
sils, the vault of the pharynx, 
up out of direct. sight behind the 
soft palate) is large enough to 
obstruct breathing and cause ha- 
bitial breathing through the open 
mouth or -inability to breathe 
freely through the nose with 
mouth closed, radium treatment is 
not enough—all agree that such 
adenoids must be surgically re- 
moved. 

Incidentally the operation is 
technically called “adenoidecto- 
my.” It is analagous to “tonsillec- 
tomy.” The ending “ectemy” 
means “cut out” or remove the 
entire tonsil, organ or structure. 
But actually in 99 out of 100, so- 
called “tonsillectomies” portions 
of tonsil are left in the throat, 
so the correct term for the pro- 
cedure is tonsillotomy. 

* * * 

TONSILLOTOMY was standard 
practice when you and I were 
young, Maggie. Most doctors used 
the gadget known as the ton- 
sillotome to do it—a guarded ring 
shaped blade which was placed 
around the tonsil, and _ snick- 
snack! The operation was over 
with. 

Tonsillotomy would be the meth- 
od of choice if my tonsils were so 
enlarged as to require surgery, 
and the only surgery I'd advise 
for any child. 

Of course it doesn’t “get every 
bit of tonsil” but neither does ton- 
sillectomy. 

Tonsillectomy, in my opinion, 
is‘too dangerous an operation to 
do on a child who has merely en- 
larged tonsils and/or adenoids, no 
matter how large the _ tonsils 
and/or adenoids may be. 

Tonsillotomy is fully as effec- 
tive in actual practice and far 
less dangerous. 

In some cases tonsillotomy may 
be done without any anesthetic at 
all—it takes as long and hurts as 
much as extracting a tooth. 

In most cases local anesthesia 


is: sufficient. 


In a few cases light general an- 
esthesia may be required. 

All tonsillotomy purports to do 
is slice off a considerable portion 
of tonsil—the enlarged part which 
obstructs breathing. That, as far 
as I have been able to learn, is 
the sole purpose of treatment. 

* * * 


STRIPPED OF bombastic lan- 
guage tonsillectomy differs from 
simple tonsillotomy in three sig- 
nificant respects: 

1. It subjects the victim to all 
the hazards of a major operation. 

2. It necessitates hospitalization. 

3. It is based on ignorance ‘of 
pathology. 

Next time we talk about ton- 
gils and/or adenoids (thank your 
kind critics who take exception 
to the and/or, but how else ex- 
press it?) perhaps that would be 
the thing to clear up a bit—tonsil 
pathology—that is, just what is 
the disease, the trouble in the ton- 
sil that makes sifrgical treatment 
necessary? There is too much 
mumbo-jumbo in the minds of 
many surgeons and far too much 
misinformation in the popular 
mind about this. —

Monaco is 
prosperous because+ it taps that 
inexhaustible resource—the lar- 
ceny that lurks in every human 
heart, Monaco has no mineral 
wealth, no fertile fields, no busy 
factories. It exports nothing. It 
imports everything — principally, 
visitors to the famous casino of 
Monte Carlo who have touching 
faith that somehow with 4a little 
luck, you can get something for 
nothing.

T tx fall, and they are work- 

ing seriously on all problems 
they can find. “We want to solve 
them before we start,” Ted re- 
An excellent idea! There 
would be a lot fewer divorces if 
more young people followed the 
example. 

On one of these problems they 
ask for help. “What shall we call 
our in-laws?” Ted inquires, “May- 
be you'll laugh at our asking such 
a question; but we want to do 
the right ¢hing. 

“We had always supposed that 
a man called his wife’s parents 
‘mother’ and ‘father’ just as he 
does his own parents, but some 
of our friends say this is out of 


date and that you should call 
your in-laws by their first names. 


“Frankly, my fiancee’s father 
is a dignified and elderly gentle- 
man; J] don’t know whether I’d 
choke if I slapped him on the 
back with ‘Hi, Tom!’ If I didn’t 
choke, maybe he would! What is 
the scientific thing to do—if I 
may put it that way?” 

Several years ago I made an 
inquiry on this point, finding out 
what form of address was used 
by more than 1600 couples in 
many different parts of the 
United States. The report was: 


Father and Mother, 66 per cent; 
John and Mary, 15 per cent; Mr. 
and Mrs., 12 per cent; Grandpa 
and Grandma, 3 per cent; direct 
address, 2 per cent; pet names, 
2 per cent, Total—100 per cent. 


In addition, a few used a title 
such as “Doctor,” or initials such 
as “J. B.” “Direct,;address” means 
merely looking at the person and 
speaking. It’s a poor way to evade 
the issue. I remember a divorce 
case in which an old man had 
married a woman of 80 and com- 
plained that his wife always ad- 
dressed him merely as “Hey, you!” 
I don’t blame him for feeling dis- 
satisfied, 

People who are a bit in awe of 
their in-laws often start with 
“Mr. and Mrs.” and gradually pass 
to “Father” or “Mother’” as they 
get better acquainted. The reverse 
is not rare: a man who quarrels 
with his mother-in-law will stop 
addressing her as “Mother’ and 
use “Mrs. Jones” instead. 


Since the in-law problem is an 
important one, its worth while 
to make an effort to start right, 
as you are doing, Ted; and far 
the same reason I think you'd 
better take the plunge from the 
very beginning and use “mother” 
or “father.” It’s the custom, it’s 
convenient, it’s natural, and it 
shows the right spirit.

HE declarer in today’s deal 
T overlooked a safety play that 
was sure to win, choosing in- 
stead a finesse that merely 
“should have worked” in view of 
the bidding.

in taking South 
back to hearts may appear pe- 
culiar, considering that he had 
three of South’s diamonds and 
only two hearts, but the. fact is 
that this was excellent judgment. 


East’s double of four hearts was 
surprising, to put it mildly. 

West decided to open the club 
ten. The ace won and declarer 
started off on the right track by 
leading a di&mond to the ace. He 
then led a low trump to dummy’s 
ace—and proceeded to fall flat 
on his face! Apparently con- 
vinced that East must have held 
four hearts to the jaek for his 
double, declarer now finessed to 
his own ten, and when West was 
so unkind as to produce the jack, 
South’s expression showed how 
aggrieved he was. There was no 
way of avoiding the loss of two 
diamonds, and with them went 
the contract, 

After both defenders followed 
to the first round of diamonds 
and the first round of hearts, de- 
clarer should have led a second 
diamond from dummy toward his 
own hand. The outstanding danger 
in this deal was that the diamonds 

not the hearts—would fail to 
break, and if either defender was 
short, it figured to be East in- 
stead of West. On the second dia- 
mond lead (from dummy), if East 
ruffed in, declarer would play low, 
and now he could definitely count 
on drawing all the trumps with- 
out further loss, hence he could 
well afford to give up another 
diamond trick, as well as the 
spade. If East did not ruff when 
the diamond was led from dum- 
my, declarer would cash in his 
king and lead a third round. East 
could later over-ruff dummy when 
a fourth ‘diamond was played, 
but this would cost him his trump 
trick (assuming that he had one!) 
and would lead to exactly the 
same result.

One pair sweetbreads, one table- 
spoon salt, one tablespoon vinegar, 
one bay leaf, one slice onion, three- 
fourths cup carrot, three table- 
spoons butter or margarine, one 
teaspoon scraped onion, four 
tablespoons flour, one cup boiling 
water, one chicken bouillon cube,
